MORE SLAVE CATCHING. 
The New Articles of War Approved 
by the President. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—President Lincola 
on Thured@ay approved of the additional Arti- 
cle of War, which goes into immediate opera- 
tion, namely: 

All officers or persons in the military or naval 
service of the United States are prohibited from 
employing any of the forces under their reepec- 
tive commands for the purpose of retarning fugi- 
tives from service or labor who may have escaped 
from any persone to whom such service or labor Is 
claimed to be due, and any officer who shall be 
found guilty by a Court Martial of violating this 
article of war, shall badiemissed from the service. 

This is another important step forward, and 
shows what the President thinks of the nigger- 
catching business in which many officers have 
indulged. There are scores of men in the 
army wearing shoulderstraps, who would 
rather play hound-dog for a slave owner than 
fight secessionists. The enactment of the 
above law puts a sudden stop to the gratifica- 
tion of their base propensity. The next fugi- 
tive they return will cost them their coumis- 
sion. The language of the law is, that they 
“shall be Clsmissed from the service.’’ It 
ought to have added, ‘‘and drummed out to 
the ture of the Rogue’s March.”

The aim of the | 
organization appears to be to make the war | 
one of inaction, by the means of lethargic | 
anacondas gorged with the spoil of the Re- | 
public; to fritter away and exhaust the | 
national resources by criminal delay; | 
and at last, when the people, weighed | 
down with taves and: discouraged | 
by the repeated failure of their ‘arms, are | 
ready to d6 anything for relief, these 
plotters of the ruin of the nation will pro- | 
pose peace on the basis of reconstruction, 
with pew guarantees to slavery, for the sat- | 
iefaction of the South! The old Demoera- | 
cy, or such members of that party 
as have never ascertained whether they 
owe highest allegiance to slavery or to the 
Union, fornish the nucleus of the faction. 
lt is recruited from the odds and ends of 
ell other organizations, from the officers of 
the regulararmy with few exceptions, from 
the men of Republican antecedents who 
dread the shedding of blood; and it carries 
with it thousands of well meaning men, 
unfamiliar with the inner machinery 
of parties, who put implicit faith in the 
professions of military men, not knowing 
that the objects of their trust are often moved | 
like puppets by adroit politicians who stand | 
behind the scenes. We need not say that | 
the New York Jieredd, semi-secession and 
infernal, is the exponent of this new form of 
treasonable endeavor. The policy which 
it commends and the men whom it lauds 
need to be carefully observed, and by none 
more carefully than by the sincere patriots 
whom it and ite co-workers may delude. 

The delays at Washiagton, which all the 

earnest men in Congress have reproba‘ed, 
and which we know the President does 
not approve, is explicable only upon the 
hypothesis that the influences which this 
new party, working secretly, but busily 
and adroiily, under the most specious of 
patriotic pretenses, has been able to con- 
trol, have had their legitimate effect. We 
do not charge thatthe late General-in-Chief 
has purposely been its instrument; but 
that he, unacquainted with the eris and 
wiles of political intrigu:, may have been 
unconsciously led to mould his policy in 
accordance with the views of the men in 
whom he has confided, and, who unfor- 
tutiately, are nearly all afraid that slavery 
may receive some harm, is not among the 
things which ought to shock belief. 
_ We shall see what new developments 
the progress of the contest will bring forth, 
In the meantime, to declare for a vigorous 
policy, and to applaud nothing which has 
not the plain stamp of earnestness, is the 
part of every patriotic man! 

We point out thus early the existence 
of this latest scheme for conquering the 
North to the base and unholy purposes of 
slavery, solely that the real friends of the 
Union cause—those who believe in carry- 
ing on the war with all the energy and all 
the resources of the Republic, directed 
by wise and earnest jeaders; who 
believe that the South ought to be 
and must be forced into obedience at

Convention forty-two votes were given in fa- 
vor of allowing slavelolders to bring their 
slaves into the State’ The Democrats of 
the Con vention voted to exclude free negroes 
from the sacred right of asylum, and then 
voted for the introduction of slave negroes 
into the State. Leta colored man only be 
a slave and they are willing and anxious to 
have him come iato TIlilinois, but 
if he owns himself and ts a free man, 
their hatred is kindled against him.

Sreedom. 
The next day the Republicans determined 
to put these slaveocrats fully on the record 
and introdueed three propositions: Ist, 
That no slaveholder shall bring his slave 
into the State to use him in labor ; 2d, 
That no indentured slave shali be held in 
the State; 3d, That all slavesso employed 
shall be free. Each of these amendements 
were voted down by 40 to 17. The Democrats 
elected by Republican votes,with one or two 
exceptions, acted with the secession Egyp- 
ena yoted in effect, for the introduc- 
ion of Siavery into Tilincis.

la, FLAG- OFFICER AX DREW H. FOOTE COMMANDING, 
situated, as shewn in our map, at the confiu- 
ence of the Neuse and Trent rivers, 50 miles 
above Pamlico Sound, and 120 miles southeast 
of Raleigh. The Neuse river is navigable for 
steamboats from ite mouth, which is at the 
lower part of Pamlico Sound, to Waynesbor- 
ough, N. C., a distamee of more than one liun- 
dred miles. Goldsborough, near Waynesbor- 
ough, on the river, is a point at which the rail- 
roads from Wilmington on the Cape Fear, aud 
from Newbern on the Neuse rivers converge. , 
From Newbern the Atlantic and North Caro- 
lina railroad stretches through about fiy-five 
or eixty miles of level eountry to Goldsbor- 
ough, which is upon the Wilmington and 
Weldon railroad—the direct line of communi- 
cation between Eastern Virginia and the 
southern seaboard cities; aud from Goldsbor- 
ough itis but forty eight miles by the North 
Carolina railroad to Raleigh, the capital of that 
State, bul which possesses at least equal im- 
portance as the point through which the secon- 
dary and indirect communica ion of the South- 
ern seaboord States with Eastern Virginia is 
kept up. This is effected by the connection 
by railroad of Charlotte, the western terminus 
of the North Carolina road, with the Columbia 
branch of the South Carolina railroad, aad the 
the connection of Raleigh with Peters 
burg, Virgiaia, by the Raleigh and Gaston 
railroad, From this brief deseription the ad- 
vantege gained will best be appreciated.

Each mortar boat is manned by fifteen men, 
thrce of whom are flat-boatmen detalled to 
maneuver the boats when taking position. 
The mortar boats are hexagonal shape, fron- 
sided, and about fifty feet In length by twenty 
in width. The mortar is moanted in the cen- 
tre of the boat, the irom bed resting upon a 
firm, ¢«venly-planed oak platform. The mor- 
tare weigh about 17,000 pounds each, aad 
throw a thirtcen-inch shell weighing two hun- 
dred and twenty-five pounds, Directly in the 
rear of of each mortar is a tent for the accom- 
modation of the men, thirteen of whom are 
required to man each boat. The other appur- 
tenances are a boat, sweeps for the raftemen, 
anchor chains, mortar apparatus for charging, 
and derrick at the bows for handiing the 


shell. 
AMMUNITION, BOATS, ETC. 


The ammupition boats accompanying the 
expedition are the Judge Torrence and Great 
Western, each carrying about 4,000 shell, be- 
side solid shot and powder, which are lodged 
in a megezine below the water live out of reach 
of shot.

“are two wretched log cabins upon the bank, 


entirely deserted by the male tenants, and as 
we near them a half-dozen women run Scream- 
ing into the woods for safety. As soon as we 
land, pickets are sent out who scour the woods 
and find the trembling, affrighted females hid 
in the brash, with an immense sheet tied to 
a sapling as a flag of truce, Our pickets take 
them, assuring them they shall not be harmed, 
and conduct them to their cabins. They say 
that they have been told the Lincoln gunboats 
will shell and burn their houses and mearder 
them. 

To the first part of to-day’s notes I should 
have sald that the Grampus was formerly a 
tow-boat, and was seized at Memphis by the 
rebels for conversion intoa gua-boat. She is 
a wretched concern, however, aad could not 
withstand fora moment an attack from one 
of our At the time of her seizare she 
was owned by Capt. Chester, of the Alps, 
now in our fleet. Another boat, the Mohawk, 
belonging to him was éeized at the same 
time and is now a gunboat in the rebel 
vice, 

The gunboats laid inside the point for an 
hour or more, the Carondolct in the meantime 
reconpoiltering the Missouri shore for a long 
distance, Gradually the Benton crept round 
the point and was soon in fall view of the 
bead of the Island, She kept along for some ' 
distance, hugging the shore, upon the look- 
out for masked batteries, with which rumor 
hed invested the shores for two or three 
miles up the river. The flag ship. oecasionaliy 
let fly a shell at the island but provoked no 
reply, and atug was dispatehed with a epecial 
order for the Eric and her two mortars. She 
left us at gone o'clock and her mortars 
were placed in position.
